Jacobs, the 
committee appointed to mark and 
place a permanent protection around 
the lone grave of Isaac Ferris, one of, 
I he Wisconsin River's pioneer pIloU, 
have completed the duty assigned to 
thorn. The grave IB located under an 
oak (reckon the lelt hand side of tho 
liver road In the town of Linwood, 
and a polished granite marker at its 
head beats tho following Inscription: 


ISAAC FERRIS 
A RIVER PILOT 


DIED 


DEC. 
12, 1862 


The grave Is surrounded by a neat 


Iron fence, about five feet in height 
'I ho standards at the four corners of 
the fence are set in concrete, as is 
also the granite marker, thus making 
the unproNcments of a permanent 
character. Tho work was done undor 
tho direction of Mr. Cashin and met 
with the cordial approval of the other 
members of the committee, who vis- 
ited the grave last Monday. All that 
remains to be done is to grade tne 
ground for a'short distance outside 
the fc'iice. 


KR08T OX KRIDAV 


This section was visited by a frost 


on Krlday night, the 24th Instant, and 
while considerable damage was done 
In spots, it was not near as bad as 
was expected.

Scheme for Regulation of In-

Wilson unexpectedly announced 
Tuesday night a definite scale of. prices 
for bituminous coal, at the mines In a!7 
producing states. . 


Instead of. appointing a coal direc 


tor and anhouhcing plans'.for requisl 
tionlng the coal: supply of the country 
the president promulgates .prices based 
on cost production'figures compiled by 
the federal t^ade' commission. 


The prices are subject to revision 


later when-the president evolves- a 
complete scheme ior the regulation of 
tho coal Industry.

clared the prices are "not only fair 
»nd. just, but liberal ,as well." . , 


Message Setting Price Scale, 


The statement issued by the presi- 


dent follows: 


"The'following scale of prices is pre- 


scribed.- for bituminous coal at the 
mine in the several .coal-producing dis- 
tricts.- It Is provisional only. . It Is 
subject to reconsideration when the 
whole method, of administering the 
fuel supplies of the country'shall have 
been satisfactorily organised and put 
Into operation. Subsequent measures 
will have as their I object-a fair and 
equitable control of the 
distribution, 


of the supply and of the prices not 
only at the mines but also In the 
hands of the middleman and the re- 
tailers. 


"The prices provisionally fixed here 


are fixed by ray authority under the 
provisions of the recent act of con- 
gress rc-gardlng administration of the 
food supply of the country,-which also 
conferred upon 'the executive control 
of the fuel supply. They are based 
upon the actual cosrt of production and 
are deemed to he not only fair and 
just but liberal as well. Under them 
the industry 
should nowhere lack 


stimulation.

JOBBERS' PROFITS SLASHED 


Anthracite Prices Effective September 


1—Rules .Governing 
Fuel 
An- 


nounced by Executive in , 


Proclamation. 


Washington,-Aug. 24.—Prices of an- 


thracite coal were fixed in a state- 
ment issued by'•President'. Wilson and 


' Harry A. Garfield, president of .Wil- 


liams college, .was named coal admin- 
istrator.

.The anthracite prices, effective bep- 


ir tcmber li range from $4 to $5 per ton 


(2,240 pounds) f. o. b. mines. Jobbers 
are allowed to add a profit of not more 
than 20 cents per, ton for deliveries 
east of Buffalo and of not more than 
30 "cents west of Buffalo. 


The jobbers' profit on bituminous 


is limited to 15 cents per ton of 2,000 
pounds, wherever delivered. 


Effective on September 1. 


The anthracite coal price scale be- 


comes effective on September 1. The 
bituminous .scale, announced on Tues- 
day, goes into effect at once, accord- 
ing to a telegram sent-by Joseph Tu- 
multy, secretary to the president, to 
B. J. Wallace of the St. Louis Coal 
club.

. 
Limitation of jobbers' probts is ex- 


pected to have a greater effect toward 
reducing the price of anthracite coal 
to-householders than the fixing of the 
prices at the mines. 


Announcement Text 


The president's announcement was 


as follows: 
. 


the following regulations shall ap- 


ply to the intrastate, interstate and 
foreign commerce of the United States 
and the prices and margins referred to 
herein shall be In force pending fur- 
ther 
investigation or determination 


thereof by the president. 


Jobbers' Margins. 


1. A coal jobber is defined as a per- 


son (or other agency) who purchases 
and resells coal to coal dealers or to 
consumers without physical handling of 
It on, over or through his own vehicle, 
dock, trestle or yard. 


2. For the buying and selling of bi- 


tuminous coal a 'jobber shall not add 
to his purchase price a gross margin 
In excess of 15 cents per ton of 2.000 
pounds, nor shall the combined gross 
margins of ,any number of jobbers who 
buy and sell a given shipment, or 
shipments, of bituminous coal exceed 
15 cents per ton o£ 2,000 pounds. 


3. For buying and selling anthracite 


coal, a jobber rfmll not add to his 
purchase price a gross margin, in ex- 
cess of 20 cents per 
ton of 2,240 


pounds, when delivery of'such coal is 
to be effecrer} at or east of Buffalo. 
For buying and selling anthracite coal 
for delivery west of Buffalo, a jobber 
shall not add to his purchase price a 
gross margin in excess of 30 cents per 
ton of 2,240 pounds. 
The co'mbined 


gross margins of any number of job- 
bers-who buy and sell a given ship- 
ment, or shipments, of anthracite coal 
for delivery at or east of Buffalo shall 
not exceed 20 cents per ton of 2,240 
pounds; nor shall such combined mar- 
gins exceed 30 cents per ton of 2,240 
pounds for ihe'delivery of anthracite 
coal west of Buffalo; provided, that a 
jobber's gross margin realized on a 
given shipment, or shipments, of an- 
thracite coal may be increased by not 
more than 5 cents per ton of 2,240 
pounds, when the jobber incurs the 
expense of rescreening at Atlantic or 
lake ports for transshipment by wa- 
ter.

4. Effective September 1, 1917, the

LOVE OF LIBERTY 


Trait Was Early Manifested in 


Career of Thomas Moore. 


Great Poet Spent Youth in Trinity Col- 


lege, Where Flame of Irish 


Patriotism Was, Afllow. 


The story of Thomas Moore's boy- 


hood Is, as generally known as his 
after, life. 
His bright symptoms of 


'genius, his love of music and poetry, 
his love of domestic pleasures In the 
genial circles of ( his. home, and 
the 


grandest and purest feature of his 


twhole character, his love of liberty, 
the liberty .of his native land. 


He loved his land with Jove far brought 


From out the storied past, but used 
Within the present and transfused 


Through future time by power of thought. 


In his fourteenth year he entered 


Trinity college, Dublin, the atmosphere 
of which was all aglow at the period 
with the flame of Irish. patriotism, 
which was rapidly .spreading among 
the students. Robert Emmet was light- 
ing up the whole college with the fire 
of Irish liberty. 


The crisis which caused the expul- 


sion of Emmet and others from the col- 
lege Moore bravely faced and proudly 
came through the crucible of tyranny, 
writes Charles O'Farrell in the Irish 
World. When he was taken before the 
college tribunal .for examination he 
manfully refused to incriminate any of 
his fellow students. In the course of 
his examination he made Lord Clare 
the following spirited reply: 


"I have no fear, my lord, that any- 


thing I might say would incriminate 
myself, but it may tend to involve oth- 
ers, and I despise the character of the 
man who could be led, under any cir- 
cumstances, to inform against his as- 
sociates." 


He resumed his studies in the col- 


lege, and at twenty years old obtained 
his degree of B. A. Shortly after this 
he proceeded to London to enter for 
the bar. But fortunately for the lovers 
of fine poetry and song, fortunately for 
the sublime music of Ireland, which 
he has made immortal, he did not be- 
come a lawyer. Soon after he arrived 
in London he published some of his 
youthful effusions, and they were so 
successful, in spite of adverse criti- 
cism, that he gave up the law forever 
and entered In triumph the field of 
song. So rapidly did he publish series 
after series of the finest gems of po- 
etry that he very soon became famous. 


The rich mine of Irish music, or Irish

Volunteer Crews Are Now Being 


Organized Everywhere 


Over Country. . 


HOW BEST TO DO THE WORK 


Main Point Is to Put Fruit. Quickly 


Into Temporary Storage— Local 


Clubs Aid Jiederal Food 


Administration. 


This year's apple crop will be har- 


vested in most sections with volunteer1 
pickers, men and women, boys and 
girls, who will be intelligent and inter- 
ested, but very likely quite unfamiliar 
with fruit picking. The crews are now 
being recruited all over the country by 
state councils of defense, chambers & 
commerce, women's organizations and 
other people anxious to help with the 
apple crop. 


Each grower should now get In touch 


with the chamber of commerce, or 
some other representative business or- 
ganization In his nearest town, teH 
how many pickers he will need, wben,^ 
he will need them, for how long, and 
what arrangements he can make for 
housing or hoarding them. 


When his crew of volunteer pickers 


reports for duty he must open a little 
school for a day or two, and give them 
practical Instruction in their new work. 
Many of them perhaps have never 
climbed into an apple tree, and evei* 
those who have may not understand 
that apple picking is a kind of work 
that requires as much delicacy as gath- 
ering eggs. 


Let the grower tell his pickers how 


the skin of an apple, or any other kind 
of fruit or vegetable, is like the tin 
that protects canned goods. As the tin 
that Incloses a can of tomatoes guards 
the sterilized contents from the air, 
,and as even a slight pinhole in this tin 
would allow the air to enter and carry 
germs of decay, so the skin of an 
apple protects its flesh, which is per- 
fectly sterile, and the least cut, even. 
a dent made by a finger nail, allo\te 
germs to enter and start decay. A cut 
so tiny that it can only be detected 
under the microscope at picking time 
will, nevertheless, start a germ inva- 
sion which will show up later when 
the apple is packed and put into stor- 
age. 


For tliSs reason great care must be 


taken in picking fruit. 
The grower 


should show their pickers how to grasp 
an apple and give It the skillful twist 
that separates it from the tree. t He 
must caution them against dropping 
the apples carelessly In the boxes and 
baskets, and see ttiat they have plck-i 
Ing baskets and field boxes which are 
free from splinters and naile. 


This year's crop will have to be 


managed along somewhat 
different 


lines in many sections. 
With a crew 


of trained pickers and packers It Is 
customary to grade and pack much of 
the fruit as fast as it comes from the 
trees. There will probably be a short- 
age of packers, and many growers will 
have to devote all their efforts to pick- 
ing the crop and getting it Into tempo- 
rary storage first, and then packing it 
later. 


More good apples are spoiled every 


year by carelessness betyeen the time 
they are picked and the time they are 
racked than in any other way., Fall 
nights are cool, but fall days are apt 
to be warm. Apples are left in the or- 
chard several days and alternately 
cool and heat with the changes iri tem- 
perature until their quality deteri- 
orates. The proper way to care for 
apples Is to put them Into common 
storage as soon as they come from th« 
tree. Almost any good tight building 
will answer for the temporary storage 
needed between picking and packing. 


\Vhen fruit leaves the tree it con- 


tains vegetable heat just as an animal 
has animal heat, and as the carcass\ of 
an animal will spoil after killing un- 
less it is properly cooled, so fruit will 
spoil unless cooled. With a tight shed, 
into which fruit can be carried direct 
from the orchard, the grower can use 
the cool nights of autumn to take the 
heat out of his fruit. Doors and win- 
dows of the temporary storage shed 
should.be opened at uight to admit 
plentiful currents of cool air, and 
when the sun comes up and the out- 
side air grows warm again this storage 
place should be closed to exclude -the 
warm outer air as much as possible, 
and keep the fruit nicely cooled.1 ^If 
apples are handled In this simple \antf 
sensible way they will have prime 
keeping quality and the work of grad- 
ing and packing can be postponed for 
several weeks. 
, 


There is a fairly large apple crop 


throughout the country this year. It 
amounts to about two Uisnels^ for ev- 
ery man, woman and child in the Unit- 
ed States. From the consumers' stand- 
point it is Important to have as much 
of this fruit as possible go to market 
in first class condUiou, so that it may 
help' us conserve wheat, meat, fats and 
other staple foods for our allies. From 
the producers' standpoint it is just as- 
important to harvest the crop in the 
best condition because the size of Our 
apple crop this year is such that only 
die best fruit will bring good prices.

*J. S. navy gunners as well as the Im- 
prisoned captain of the Standard OH 
tanker Cnmpana may have died In the 
Submarine U-2, which sank tho vessel, 
according to Third Ofllcer J. H. Bruce, 
who, with 40 members of the snips 
crew nnd eight of the gun crew, ar- 
rived here on a French steamship. 


It had been feared that the five naval 


Bunners, captured when the Campana 
was sunk, would be treated by the Ger- 
mans as pirates (as threatened) and 
executed with short shrift. 


However, according to the stoty 


brought by the survivors, a French 
war vessel tent to the bottom a Ge - 
man diver, which may have been the 
one that sank the Campann, in a brlct 
time after it had put an end to the 
Campnna and at about the same spot, 
Without taking anyone off. 


The Campana, it seems, fought oil 


the U-boat until its ammunition was 
exhausted. 
One hundred and eight} 


shots were fired by the tanker, against 
400 by the diver, two of which hit. 


The battle began at 5 n. m. and was 


waged for four hours at a range or 
between 7,300 nnd 7,500 yards.

After the Campana hoisted the in- 


ternational signal of surrender. Its last 
shell gone, the submarine continued to 
flre, Mr. Bruce said, and all hands took 
to the boats. 
The U-bont commander first ap- 


proached the boat commanded by Mr. 
Bruce, which had aboard the Cam- 
tana's 13 naval gunners, nnd ordered 
It alongside. He then went to the lue- 
fccat occupied by Capt. Albert Oliver 
Ef the Campana, and took him prisoner 
kvith five of the gunners.

Message Setting Price Scale. 


The statement Issued by tlie presi- 


dent follows: 


"The following scale of prices is pre- 


scribed, for bituminous coal at the 
mine In the several coal-producing dis- 
tricts, It Is provisional only. It Is 
subject to reconsideration when the 
whole method of administering the 
fuel supplies of the country shall have 
been satisfactorily organized and put 
into operation. 
Subsequent measures 


will have ns their (object a fair and 
equitable control of the distribution 
of the supply and of the prices not 
only at the mines but also In the 
hands of the middleman nnd the re- 
tailers. 


"The prices provisionally fixed here 


are fixed by my authority under the 
provisions of the recent act of con- 
gress regarding administration of the 
food supply nt the country, which also 
conferred upon the executive control 
of the fuel supply. 
They are based 


upon the actual cost of production and 
are deemed to bo not only fair and 
Just but liberal as well. Under them 
the 
Industry should nowhere lack 


stimulation.

Main Point Is to Put Fruit, Quickly 


Into Temporary Storage—Local 


Clubs Aid Bederal Food 


Administration. 


This year's apple crop will be har- 


ve«t«d In most sections with volunteer 
pickers, men and women, boys nnd 
girls, who will be Intelligent and inter- 
ested, but M>ry likely quite unfamiliar 
with fruit picking. The crews are now 
being recruited all over the country by 
state councils of defense, chambers (K 
commerce, women's organizations and 
other people anxious to help with the 
apple crop. 


Uach grower should now get In touch 


with the chamber of commerce, or 
some other representative business or- 
ganization In his nearest town, te'l 
how many pickers lie wilt need, wheti( 
lie will need them, for how long, and 
what arrangements he can make for 
housing or boarding them. 


When his crew of volunteer pickers 


reports for duty lie must open a little 
school for a day or two, and give them 
practical Instruction in their new work. 
Many of them perhaps have nevur 
climbed into an apple, tree, and ever^ 
those who have may not understand 
that apple picking Is n kind of work 
that requires as much delicacy as gath- 
ering eggs. 


Let the grower tell his pickers how 


the skin of nn apple, or any other kind 
of fruit or vegetable, is like tlie tin 
that protects canned good*. As the tin 
that incloses a can of tomatoes guards 
the sterilized contents from the air, 
and ns even a "light plnholc In this tin 
would allow tlie uir to enter and carry 
germs of decay, so the skin of an 
apple protects Its flesh, which Is per- 
fectly sterile, and the least cut, even 
a dent made by a finger nail, allows 
get ms to enter and start decay. A cut 
so tiny that It can only be detected 
under the microscope at picking time 
will, nevertheless, start a germ Inva- 
sion which will show up later when 
the apple Is packed und put Into stor- 
age. 


For lUJs reason great care must b* 


taken In picking fruit. 
The grower 


should show their pickers how to grasp 
an apple nnd give it the skillful twist 
that separates It from the tree. / He 
must caution them against dropping 
the apples carelessly In the boxes and 
baskets, and see Hint lliey have pick- 
Ing baskets anil field boxes which are 
free from splinters and nail*. 


This year's crop will have to be 


managed along somewhat 
different 


lines In iminv sections. With ft crew 
of trained pickers and packers It Is 
customary to grade and p:u'U much of 
the fruit as fast as It comes from the 
trees. There will probably be a short- 
age of packers, nnd many growers will 
have to de\otc all their efforts to pick- 
Ing the crop rtnd getting It Into tempo- 
rary storage llrst, and then packing It 
later. 


More good apples are spoiled every 


year by carelessness between the time 
they are picked nnd the time they are 
packed than in any other way. Fall 
nights are cool, but full days are apt 
to be warm. Apples arc left In the or- 
chard several days and alternately 
cool nnd heat with the changes Itf tem- 
perature until their quality deteri- 
orates. The proper way to care for 
apples Is ro put them Into common 
storage ns soon us they come from the 
tree. Almost any good tight building 
will answer for the temporary storage 
needed between picking nnd packing. 


When fruit leaves the tree it con- 


tains vegetable heat Just as an animal 
has animal heat, and as the cnrcass^of 
an animal will spoil after killing un- 
less U Is properly cooled, so fruit will 
spoil unless cooled. With n tight shed, 
Into which fruit can be carried direct 
from the orchard, the grower can use 
the cool nights of autumn to take the 
heat out of his fruit. Doors and win- 
dows of the temporary storage shed 
should be opened nt night to admit 
plentiful currents of cool air, and 
when the sun comes up and the 9ut- 
sldc air grows warm again this storage 
place should be closed to exclude the 
warm outer air ns much ns possible, 
and keep the fruit nicely cooled. 
If 


apples are handled In this simple ^nnd 
sensible way they will have 
prime 


keeping quality and the work of grad- 
ing nnd packing cun be postponed for 
several weeks. 


There Is n fairly largo apple crop 


throughout the country this year. It 
amounts to uhout two Imsnels for ev- 
ery man, woman and child In the Unit- 
ed States.

IS GREAT PROBLEM OF WAR 


America's Production and Needs of the 


Allied Nations Sfl» Forth—What 


We Must Do to Keep Wolf 


From the Door. 


Washington, Aug. 20.—Herbert O, 


Hoover, United States food adminis- 
trator, toifay Issued to the American 
public his statement covering the food 
situation as It now exists and the ne- 
cessity of conserving the food re- 
sources of the nation to provide for 
the future during the continuance of 
the war. The statement follows;- 


Food Is always more or less of a 


problem In every phase of its produc- 
tion, handling and consumption. It Is 
a problem with every farmer, every 
transporter and seller, every house- 
holder. It, Is a problem with every 
town, state and nation. ,And now, very 
conspicuously, It is a problem with 
three great groups of nations, namely, 
the allies, the central empires and the 
neutrals; In a word It Is a great Inter- 
national problem. 


The food problem today of our own 


nation, therefore has as Its most con- 
spicuous phase an International charac- 
ter. 
A sufficient and regular supply 


of food for the maintenance of the 
great field armies of our fighting,allies 
and of their no less great armies of 
working men and working women In 
the war Industries, and finally for the 
maintenance'of the women and chil- 
dren In the home, is an absolute ne- 
cessity, second to no other, for the 
successful prosecution of the war for 
liberty. In the providing of this food 
for the great allied food pool, the Unit- 
ed States plays a predominant part. 


With the present diversion of tens of 


millions of men from the farms into 
the fighting and Industrial armies, re- 
sulting In a marked lessening of food 
production, and the present necessity 
of Increasing the dally ration of other 
millions of men turned from sedentary 
occupations Into those of strenuous 
physical labor, resulting In a marked 
increase of consumption, this deficiency 
between the food needs and the food 
production of the allies becomes great- 
e!r than ever, with the consequence of 
a largo Increase In the food quantities 
Imperatively needed from the United 
States if the allied armies are to be 
flble to "carry on." 


World's Larder Examined. 


This Is a general statement of a con- 


d\iion which only needs to bo elabor- 
ated In detail to show just what we 
have to do. The time has come when 
this detailed statement can be made. 
Our harvest and the harvests of Eu- 
rope can now be forecast. Wo can 
also survey our combined stocks of 
food animals; In other words, the size 
of that part of the world's larder on 
which we and the allies can draw for 
the next twelve months can now be es- 
timated. This estimate shows at once 
that It contains too little for our own 
and our allies use unless we all ad- 
minister the supply with the greatest 
care and wisdom. The allied peoples 
are energetically undertaking this ad- 
ministration. It lies now with us to 
do our part. If we fall, the people of 
the allies cannot be maintained at war. 
Their * soldiers cannot fight without 
food. A certain definitely determlna- 
ble part of that food must come from 
us. Let 119 then examine carefully the 
world's larder as It appears today, or 
BO much of It as Is at our disposal. 


I propose to review the situation 


first, as regards the cereals, second, as 
regards food anlmala and their prod- 
ucts, third, as regards sugar, fourth, 
as regards; vegetables, fifth, as regards 
fish and sea foods, and, finally, as re- 
gards our' duty In the matter. 


.Cereals. 


The 1017 harvest Is now so far ad- 


vanced that we may compare It with 
previous production, and with the de- 
munds which are going to bo made on 
it.Table No. 1 Is given -to show the 
normal peace sources of the annual 
supplies of France, Italy, the United 
Kingdom and Belgium, being an aver- 
age of tho three-year pre-war period. 


It will be seen from this table that 


the normal Imports of wheat are 881,- 
000,000 bushels and of other, cereals 
345,000.000 bushels. 
The estimate of

of 577,000,000 bushels of wheat and 
074,000,000 bushels of other cereals.

cannot yet be considered as certain, 
but If all \raaturo safely, North Amer- 
ica- will have an apparent surplus of 
wheat of 208,000,000 bushels and of 
other cereals of about 950,000,000 
bushels.

seen that on normal bases of consump- 
tion the total allied wheat Import re-

208,000,000 bushels—and 
from 
our 


United States supplies we-must re- 
serve a certain amount for neutrals 
from which we receive vital supplies 
and also an amount to -protect our 
stocks better-next year than this.last. 
There Is therefore on normal con- 
sumption a deficit o< over 400,000.000 
bushels. In the other cereals used in 
Europe mostly for animal feed, the 
Import necessities of the.allies on nor- 
mal consumption basis are about 0.4,- 
000,000 against a North American sur- 
plus of 050,000,000. But again a re- 
serve'£or neutrals and Increased 'car- 
ry over" will absorb all the margin. 
In any event it means we must multi- 
ply our exports of these cereals 20 
times. However, upon the basis of our 
present crop prospects we should be 
able to supply their requirements In 
cereals other than wheat. 


Wheat Situation 
Difficult. 


The situation In wheat Is one of 


great difficulty and concern, and must 
be met by an elimination of waste and 
reduction of consumption on the part 
of the allied peoples and ourselves,,In 
one word, by an effective administra- 
tion of tho available supply; 
The allies are unable to use other 


cereals alone for bread. 
They can 


use them only as added to wheat flour 
to .make tho war bread now In uni- 
versal use In European countries. Ex- 
cept In Italy, whose people normally 
consume much corn, our allies have 
few corn mills and cornmeal Is not a 
durable commodity and therefore can- 
not be shipped In great quantities. 


Moreover, for generations they have 


bought bread from the bakeries: they 
have no equipment nor do they know 
how to bake In the household. Every 
American knows'that It ,1s infeasible 
to distribute corn bread from bakeries, 
and it Is therefore necessary for us 
to furnish our allies with sufrtcient 
wheat to enable them to have a wheat 
basis for the loaf. However, they can 
use niul must use other cereals for 
mixture In their war bread, and by 
this substitution and by savings on 
their part a great deal can be accom- 
plished. On the other hand, a deficit 
of 400,000,000 bushels can be at least 
partially overcome If we can increase 
our exports from 88,000,000 to 220,- 
000,000 or nearly triple. This can be 
accomplished If we will substitute one 
pound of other cereals for tone pound 
of wheat flour weekly per person; that 
Is. If we reduce our consumption, of 
wlioat flour from five pounds per week 
to four pounds per w.eek per person. 
It will be no privation to us and Will 
reduce the privation of our allies. 


Food Animals. 


Owing to the ascending standard of 


living, the world was already strained 
to supply enough animal products to 
meet the demand before the war be- 
gan. The war has Injected Into an al- 
ready dlfllcult situation a number of 
vicious conditions which are jeopardiz- 
ing the ultimate animal products sup- 
ply ol! tho world. 
The production of 


fodder In Europe has been diminished 
by the diversion of productive labor to 
war, and its import has been curtailed 
by shortage In shipping and by the 
isolation of markets by' belligerent 
lines. From these causes not only.are 
the actual numbers of .animals de- 
creasing In Europe, but the average 
weight and the annual output of dairy 
products per animal, are decreasing.

The impact of European demand 


up'on our. animal products will:be 
maintained for a long period of years 
after peace. We can contemplate a 
high range of prices, -for meat and 
for animal products for many years to 
come. We must undertake to. meet the 
demand not only during the war, so as 
to enable our allies to continue to fight, 
but we must be prepared to meet the. 
demand after the war. ..Our herd can- 
not be Increased In a single night or 
In a single year. Our producers will 
not only be working In their own ul- 
timate Interest in laying the founda- 
tion of larger herds and flocks, but 
will serve our national Interest and the 
interest of humanity, for years to come, 
If the best strains of young animals 
are preserved. 
The increase in herds 


can only be accomplished If we save 
more of our roughage and raise more 
fodder grains. • It is worth noting that 
after the war Europe with lessened 
herds will, pending their recuperation, 
require less fodder and will therefore 
produce more bread grains and Im- 
port less of them, so that we can after 
the war safely reduce our bread grain 
production to Increase our fodder. But 
we must lay our foundation In the 
meantime to Increase our herds. . 


There is only one Immediate solution 


to the short supply of meat for ex-, 
port pending the Increase in our herds 
and flocks which will take years. Dur- 
ing the course of the war, we,can, just 
as with the cereals, reduce the con- 
sumption and eliminate the waste par- 
ticularly . among those classes , which 
can best afford it. In the meantime, in 
order to protect all of our people, we 
must carefully control our meat ex- 
ports in order that the people shall not 
be denied tills prime necessity of life. 


Dairy Products. 


The world's dairy supplies are de-. 


creasing rapidly for two Important rea- 
sons, 
First, the dairy cattle of Eu- 


rope arc diminishing, for Europe.is be- 
ing, driven to eat Its cattle for meat; 
second, the diversion of labor to war 
has decreased tho fodder supplies and 
the shortage of shipping has: limited 
the amount of imported fodder and 
therefore the cattle which can b'e sup- 
ported and the productivity, of the indi- 
vidual cow have been, reduced. Even 
our own dairy supplies are not keeping 
pace with our growth of population, for 
our per capita milk supply has fallen 
from 90 to 75 gallons annually In the 
past 15 years. -.Yet today we must ship 
Increasing amounts of dairy products 
to our allies. 
v 


The dairy supplies, of the allies in 


normal times came, to a considerable 
degree from western'Scandinavia, Hol- 
land and Switzerland, but under Ger- 
man pressure these supplies'are'now 
partly diverted to Germany. The men 
under arms and the wounded must be 
supplied.with condensed milk In large 
•quantities. : .The net .result of .these 
•conditions^ despite rigorous reduction 
of consumption among the adults,of the^ 
civil population In Europe, is that our1 
allies'are stllishort of large quantities 
and .again the burden of the replace- 
ment .'of this shortage must fall on 
North America. The growing exports 
of dairy products from the.

Pork Products. 


The hog Is the most efficient, of ma- 


chines, for the production of animal fat 
•The hog not only makes more fat from 
a given amount of feed, but also the 
products made are specially capable of 
preservation and roost economical for 
commercial handling. 


The swine of Europe arc rapidly de- 


creasing and the consumption .demand 
Induced by the war Is much Increased,, 
this particularly/ because bacon, ham 
and lard are so adaptable for military 
supplies. Moreover, pur allies are. Iso- 
lated from many markets and a large 
amount from . northern neutrals 
Is 


beins diverted to Germany., 


While, our hogs have increased .in 


number by 3,000,000 animals, the aver- 
age weight at slaughter is falllng,<nnd 
our production Is probably only about 
maintained.

ing but also American sheep have de- 
creased about 3,000,000 since the war 
began. 
After the war Is over, the va- 


rious countries of the world from 
which we formerly drew our wool are 
likely to retain it for their own use 
until their flocks again become normal. 


' Sugar. 


The sugar supply on which our allies 


In Europe' normally draw has been 
tremendously reduced, so that they 
must have recourse to other sources. 
In consequence of the shipping situa- 
tion the area from which they must 
draw Is also curtailed and, as ;a result, 
they are driven into those markets 
from which' our own supply normally 
arises.' Furthermore, their own pro- 
duction has been greatly diminished. 
Before tlie war, Europe supplied in a 
large measure, its own needs, through 
the production of beet sugar, as will 
appear from the following table show- 
Ing the average yearly production and 
consumption for the five years before 
the war-(lliK)9-19l3),.in. some of the

tomatoes for canning purposes will 
probably be. somewhere between 10 
and.20 per cent above what It was last 
year. There Is an increase in the acre- 
age of late onions of about'54 per cent 
over the area harvested In 1916. 


. - . 
Fish and Sea Foods. 


The waters of. our coasts and lakes 


are enormously rich1 In food fish and 
shell fish. Our streams, too, contribute 
-a great quantity of fish. Many varie- 
ties are now not used for human food, 
but are thrown away or used for ferti- 
lizer. Habit has confined -our use of 
fish to'a few varieties, and inadequate 
methods of-commercial handling have 
limited our use of these largely to only 
certain days In tlie week. With better 
marketing facilities, with better under- 
stand! njr of how to .use the most varie- 
ties, 
with proper 
preservation by 


smoking and salting and by establish- 
ing plants for frozen fish, we can In- 
crease greatly our supply and thus re- 
lieve largely the pressure due to the 
inadequate supply of meat. We only 
have to harvest our own fish supply. 
It feeds itself. 
Every fish eaten is 


that much gained in solving the pres- 
ent problem of living. The. products 
of- the land are conserved by eating 
those of the sea. 


Our Duty. . 


I have endeavored to show In previ- 


ous articles that the world Js short of 
"food; ihat Europe is confronted with 
the grim specter oC starvation unless 
from our abundance and our waste we 
keep the wolf .from the door. Not only 
must we have a proper use of our food 
supply in order that we may furnish 
our aHies with the sinews with which 
they may-fight our battles, but it is 
an act of .humanity towards fellow 
men, 
women and children. 


By the diversion of millions of men 


from production to war, by the occu- 
pation of land by armies, by the iso- 
lation of markets, by belligerent lines, 
and by the destruction.of shipping by 
submarines, not only has the home pro- 
duction of our allies fallen by over 
500,000,000 bushels of grain, but they 
are thrown upon us for a much larger 
proportion of their normal imports for- 
merly obtained from other markets. 


They have reduced consumption at 


every 'point, but men In the trenches, 
men in the shops, and the millions of 
women placed at physical labor re- 
quire more food than during peace 
times, and the incidence of their saving 
and any shortage which they may suf- 
fer, 
falls first upon women and chil- 


dren. 
If this privation becomes too 


great, their peoples cannot be main- 
tained constant in the war, and we will 
be left alone' to fight the buttle of 
democracy with Germany. 


The problem of food conservation is 


one of many complexions. We cannot, 
arid we do not wish, with our free in- 
stitutions and our large resources of 
food, to imitate Europe. In its policed 
rationing, but we must voluntarily and 
intelligently assume the responsibility 
before,us as. one In which everyone 
has a direct and inescapable Interest. 
We must- increase our export of foods 
to the allies, and in the circumstances 
of our shipping situation, these exports 
must, be; of the most concentrated 
foods. These are wheat, flour, beef, 
pork and dairy products.. We.have oth- 
er foods In. great abundance which we 
can use Instead, .of these, commodities, 
and we can prevent wastes in a thou- 
sand directions. We must guard the 
drainage of. exports from the United 


• States, that we retain a proper supply 
for bur own country,.'and,, we must 
adopt such, measures 'as will amelior- 
ate,, so far as ^nay,be, the .price condi- 
tions of our less fortunate. We might 
so.drain the supplies from the country 
to Europe as by the high prices that 
'would follow to force our people to 
shorten their consumption. This oper- 
ation: of .''normal economic forces" 
would starve that element of the com- 
'munity to whom we owe flic most pro- 
tection. We must try; to impose the 
•burden'equally-upon all. 


Action ' Must Be Voidntary.

Food'conservation has other aspects 


of utmost 'Importance. .Wars must ba 
paid, for by; .savings. We .must .saye 
in. the. consumption in commodities'and 
the ' consumption of unproductive la- 
bor In order that we may divert pur. 
manhood to;the army,and. to the shops.. 
If by" the .reductlonN in consumption of 
labor and the/comroodities that it pro- 
duces;.and4he.: diversion of this saving 
to that tabor and - those commodities 
demanded by the war, we shall'be' able 
to'fight tb';eterntty. We can mortgage 
our future'; savings for a little while, 
but a piling up of mortgages is but a 
short' step.toward bankruptcy. Every 
atom that we save is'available for sub- 
scription to Liberty bonds. 


The whole of Europe has been en- 


gaged ever since the war began in the 
elimination of. waste, the simplification 
'of life, and. the increase of-its Indus- 
trial capacity. When the war is ov'er 
the consuming power of the world will 
be reduced by the loss-of prosperity 
arid man power, and we shall enter a 
period, of competition without parallel 
in ferocity. After the war, we must 
maintain our foreign markets If our 
working people are'to be employed. 
We shall be in no position to compete 
if we continue to live'on the same 
basis of waste and extravagance on 
whjch we have lived hitherto. 
Simple, 


temperate living Is a moral issue of the 
first order at any time, and any other 
basis of conduct during the war- be- 
comes a wrong against tlie. Interest of 
the 
country and 
the interest ol 


democracy. 


The impact of the food shortage ol 


Europe has knocked at every door ol 
the United States during the past three 
years. The prices of foodstuffs have 
nearly, doubled, and the reverberations 
of Europe's Increasing shortage would 
have thundered twice as loudly dur- 
ing tlie coming year even had we not 
entered the war, and it can now only 
be mitigated if we can exert a strong 
control and this in manyjlirectlons. 


We are today in an era of high 


prices. We must maintain prices at 
such a level as: will stimulate produc- 
tion, for we are faced by a starving 
world and the value of a commodity to 
the hungry is greater than its price. 


As a result of the world shortage of 


supplies, our consumers have suffered 
from speculation and extortion. While 
wages for.some kinds of labor,have 
increased with the rise in food prices, 
In others, it has been difficult to main- 
tain our high standard of nutrition. 


By the elimination of waste in all 


classes/by the reduction In the con- 
sumption of foodstuffs by the more for- 
tunate, we shall Increase our supplies 
not only for export but for home, and 
by increased supplies we can help in 
'the amelioration of prices. 


For Better Distribution. 


Beyond this the duty has been laid 


upon the food.administration to co-op- 
erate with .the patriotic men In trades 
and commerce, that we may eliminate 
the evils which have grown into our 
system of distribution, that the bur- 
den may fall equitably upon all by res- 
toration, so far as may be, of the nor- 
mal course of trade. It Is the purpose 
of the food administration to use its 
utmost power and the utmost ability 
that patriotism can assemble to amell 
orate this situation to such a degree as 
may be possible. 


The.food administration is assem- 


bling the ,best expert advice In the 
country on home economics, on food 
•utilization, on trade practices and 
trade wastes, and on the conduct of 
public eating places, find we shall out- 
line from time to time detailed sugges 
tions, which if honestly carried out by 
such individuals In the country, we be- 
llc-ve will effect the result which we 
must attain. 
We are asking every 


home, every public -eating place and 
many trades, to sign a pledge card 
to accept these directions, so far as 
their circumstances permit, and we are 
organizing various Instrumentalities to 
ameliorate speculation. We are ask- 
ing the men of the country who are 
not actually engaged in the handling 
of food to sign similar pledges that 
they shall see to It, so far as they are 
able, that these directions are followed. 
We are'asking all who wish us well 
and who undertake our service to be- 
•come actual members of the food ad 
ministration, just, as much volunteer; 
in national service as we ourselves arer, 
so. that thus the food administration 
may not be composed of a small bod? 
of men In Washington, and a srnaW 
representation In each state, but, ma1? 
become a body.of 50,000,000, people 
devoted absolutely to the services fl 
democracy. We hope to see the in- 
signia-of membership, in every patfl- 
otic window In the. country.

Paris, however, will reflect In her 


new, costumes just enough of our mili- 
tary uniforms to make them Interest- 
Ing to us. .Her only market today 
comprises the two Americas and a seg- 
ment of England, and it Is said that she 
has combined the. Spanish and the 
North American effect In her clothes, 
with only a dash of Russian.

\Vhen fruit leaves the tree it con- 


tains vegetable heat just as an animal 
has animal heat, and as the carcass of 
an animal will spoil after killing un- 
le^s 'it is properly cooled, so fruit will 
spoil unless cooled. With a light shed, 
into which fruit can be carried direct 
from the orchard, the grower can use 
the cool nights of autumn to take the 
heat out of his fruit. Doors and win- 
dows of the temporary storage shed 
should be opened at night to admit 
plentiful currents of cool a r, and 
when the sun comes up and the out- 
side air grows warm again this storage 
place should be closed to exclude the 
warm outer air as much as possible 
and keep the fruit nicely ooole-,1. 
If 


apples are handled In this simple and 
sensible way they will have prime 
keeping quality and the work of grad- 
ing and packing can be postponod for 
several weeks. 
There is a fairly large apple crop

IS GREAT PROBLEM OF WAR 


America's Production and Needs of the 


Allied Nations Se» Forth—What 


We Must Do to Keep Wolf 


From the Door. 


Washington, 
Aug. 20.—Herbert 0. 


Hoover, United States food adminis- 
trator, today Issued to tho American 
public his statement covering the food 
situation as It now exists and the ne- 
cessity of conserving the 
food re- 


sources of the nntlon to provide for 
the future dining tho continuance of 
the wnr. The statement follows: 


Food is nlwnys more or less of n 


problem In every phase of its produc- 
tion, handling nnd consumption. It Is 
a problem with every farmer, every 
transporter and seller, every house- 
holder. It is a problem with every 
town, state nnd nntlon. And now, very 
conspicuously, it Is a problem with 
three great groups of nations, namely, 
the allies, the central empires nnd the 
neutrals; in a word It Is u great Inter- 
national problem. 


The food problem today oC our own 


nation, therefore hns ns Its most con- 
spicuous phnse nn International charac- 
ter. 
A sufficient nnd regular .supply 


of food for the maintenance of tho 
Brent field armies of our fighting nlllos 
nnd of their no less grent armies oC 
working men and working women In 
the wnr Industries, nnd finally for tho 
maintenance of the women and chil- 
dren In the home, Is an absolute ne- 
cessity, second to no other, for tho 
successful prosecution of the war for 
liberty. In the providing of this food 
for the great allied food pool, the Unit- 
ed States plays a predominant part. 


With the present diversion of tens of 


millions of men from tho farms Into 
the fighting nnd Industrial armies, re- 
sulting In a marked lessening of food 
production, and the present necessity 
of increasing the daily ration of other 
millions of men turned from sedentary 
occupations into those of strenuous 
physical inbor, resulting In a marked 
increase of consumption, this deficiency 
between tho food needs nnd the food 
production of the nllics becomes grent- 
er thnn ever, with tho consequence of 
a Inrge. Increase in the food quantities 
Imperatively needed from tho United 
States if the allied armies are to be 
able to "carry on." 


World's Larder Examined, 


Thi-s Is a general statement of a con- 


dition which only needs to bo elabor- 
ated in detail to show Just what we 
have to do. Tho time hns come when 
this detailed statement can bo made. 
Our harvest and the harvests of Eu- 
rope can now bo forecast. Wo can 
nlso survey our combined stocks of 
food animals; in other words, tho size 
of thnt pnrt of tho world's larder on 
which wo and the allies can draw for 
the next twelve months cnn now be es- 
timated. Tills estimate shows at onco 
that it contains too little for our own 
nnd our allies use unless we all ad- 
minister the supply with the greatest 
care nnd wisdom. The allied peoples 
nre energetlcnlly undertaking this ad- 
ministration. 
It lies now with us to 


do our pnrt. If we fall, the people of 
the nllies cnnnot be maintained nt wnr. 
Their' soldiers cannot tight without 
food. A certain definitely determlna- 
ble pnrt of thnt food must come from 
us. Let us then examine carefully the 
world's larder ns it appears today, or 
BO much of it as is nt our disposal. 


I propose to review tho situation 


first, us regards tho cereals, second, as 
regards food animals nnd their prod- 
ucts, third, ns regards sugar, fourth, 
ns regards, vegetables, fifth, ns regards 
fish nnd sea foods, and, finally, as re- 
gards our duty In the matter. 


Cereals. 


The 1917 harvest is now so far nd- 


vanced thnt we mny compare It with 
previous production, nnd with tho de- 
mands which uro going to bo made on 
It. 


Table No. 1 is given -to show tho 


normnl pence sources of the annual 
supplies of France, Italy, the United 
Kingdom nnd Belgium, being an aver- 
age of the three-year pre-war period. 


It will be seen from this table Hint 


the normal Imports of whent are 881,- 
000,000 bushels nnd of other cereals 
345,000,000 bushels. The esllmnto of 
the 1917 harvest In the allied countries 
based upon crop reports from these 
countries, is ns follows:

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United States, on which they were nc- 
rustomed to rely before the wnr. The 
RuHslan supply cannot / be got out. 
Bulgarian and Roumanian supplies tire 
In the hands of the central empires. 
The voyage from Australia nnd India 
Is three times as long nnd therefore 
requires three limes as many tons of 
shipping as Is required from North At- 
lantic ports, 
It Is also twice as dan- 


gerous because of tho longer exposure 
to submarine attack. There hns been 
n largo failure In the South American 
countries nnd the new harvest from 
thnt quarter will not bo available in 
Europe until next spring. As already 
said, nil the allied countries are and 
hnve been for some lime rigorously nd- 
mlnistcrlng and 
economizing 
their 


food. In liolglmn, the relief commis- 
sion has been compelled to reduce the 
consumption of cereals by nearly C>0 
per cent; this brings the food supply 
so low that tho population nre In- 
capable of labor. 


From the above tables It will bo 


seen that on normnl bnsos oC consump- 
tion the totnl allied whent Import re- 
quirements nre 
577_,000,000 bushels 


against a North American surplus of 
208,000,000 
bushels—and 
from 
our 


United States supplies we must re- 
servo a certain amount for neutrals 
from which we receive vital sunplles 
and also nn amount to protect our 
stocks better next year than this last. 
There Is therefore on normnl con- 
sumption n deficit of over -100,000,000 
hiiMhelM. In the other cereals used In 
Europe mostly for animal feed, the 
Import necessities of the allies on nor- 
mal consumption basis are about 074,- 
000,000 against a North American sur- 
plus of 0,"0,000,000. But again u re- 
serve for neutrals nnd Increased "car- 
ry over" will absorb all tho margin. 
In any event It means we must multi- 
ply our exports of these cereals 20 
times. However, upon the basis of our 
present crop prospects we should be 
nblo to supply their requirements In 
cereals other than wheat. 


Wheat Situation 
Difficult. 


Tho situation In wheat Is one of 


great clllllcully and concern, nnd must 
be met by nn elimination of waste and 
reduction of consumption on the part 
of the allied peoples nnd ourselves, In 
one word, by an effective administra- 
tion of the nviillnble supply. 


The allies are unable to "u'-e other 


cereals alone for bread. 
They can 


u^c them only ns added to wheat flour 
to make the war bread now In uni- 
versal use In European countries. Ex- 
cept In Itnly, whoso people normally 
consume much corn, our nllics hnvo 
few corn mills nnd cornmenl Is not n 
durable commodity nnd therefore cnn- 
not be shipped In great quantities. 


Moreover, for generations they hnvo 


bought bread from the bakeries; they 
have no equipment nor do they know 
hoiv to bnke In the household. Every 
American knows that It ,ls infeaslble 
to distribute corn bread from bakeries, 
nnd it I.s therefore necessary for us 
to furnish our allies with sufficient 
wheat to enable thorn to have a wheat 
basis for the loaf. However, they cnn 
use und must use other cerenls for 
mixture In their war bread, nnd by 
this substitution nnd by savings on 
their part a great deal can be accom- 
plished. 
On Ihe other hand, n deficit 


of '100,000,000 bushels can be at least 
partially overcome If we can Increase 
our e-qiorts from 88,000,000 to 220,- 
000,000 or nearly triple. This cnn bo 
accomplished If we will substitute one 
pound of other cerenls for fono pound 
of whent flour weekly per person ; thnt 
Is, 1C we reduce our consumption of 
wheat flour from live pounds per week 
to four pounds per week per person. 
It will bo no privation to us and will 
reduce the privation of our allies. 


Food Animals. 


Owing to tho ascending standard of 


living, the world wns already strained 
to supply enough nnlmnl products to 
meet tho demand before the war bo- 
Kan. 
Tho war hns Injected Into nn al- 


ready difficult situation a number of 
vicious conditions which nre Jeopardiz- 
ing the ultimate nnlmnl products sup- 
ply of til's world. The production of 
fodder In Europe has been diminished 
by tho diversion of productive labor to 
war, nnd Its Import has been curtailed 
by shortage In shipping and by the 
Isolation of markets by belligerent 
lines. 
From these causes not only aro 


the actual numbers of animals de- 
creasing In Europe, but the average 
weight and tho annual output of dairy 
products per animal, are decreasing.

dny the decreasing production, as ship- 
ping becomes further shortened by con- 
tinued submarine destruction, less ton- 
nnge cnn be devoted to fodder, and fur- 
ther reduction of tho herds must en- 
sue.

Meat a. 


The immediate problem is to fur- 


nish Increased meat supplies to the al- 
lies to maintain them during the wnr. 
An Important factor contributing to the 
present situation lies In the disturb- 
ance to the world's trade by destruc- 
tion of shipping resulting In throwing 
n larger burden on North Amerlcn, the 
nearest market.

The Impact of European demand 


upon our 
nnlmnl products will be 


maintained for a long period of years 
after peace. Wo cnn contemplate a 
high range of prices, for meat nnd 
for animal products for many years to 
come. We must undertake to meet the 
demand not only during the wnr, so as 
to enable our allies to continue to light, 
but we must bo prepared to meet the 
demand nftcr the wnr. Our herd cnn- 
not be Increased In a single night or 
In n single year. Our producers will 
not only be working In their own ul- 
timate Interest in laying the founda- 
tion of larger herds nnd Hocks, but 
will soi vo our national Interest and the 
Interest of humanity, for years to come, 
If the best strains of young animals 
are preserved. 
The Increase In herds 


cnn only bo accomplished if we save 
more of our roughage nnd raise more 
fodder grains. It Is worth noting that 
after the wnr Europe with lessened 
herds will, pending their recuperation, 
require less fodder and will therefore 
produce more bread grains nnd Im- 
port less of them, so that we cnn after 
the wnr safely reduce our bread grain 
production to Increase our fodder. But 
wo must lay our foundation In the 
meantime to Increase our herds. 


There Is only one Immediate solution 


to the short supply of ment for ex- 
port pending the Increase in our herds 
and flocks which will take years. Dur- 
ing the course of tho wnr, wo can, just 
as with tho cereals, reduce the con- 
sumption nnd eliminate tho waste par- 
ticularly among those classes which 
cnn best nfford It, In the meantime, In 
order to protect all of our people, we 
must cnrefully control our ment ex- 
ports In order thnt the people shall not 
be denied this prime necessity of life. 


Dairy Products, 


The world's dairy supplies nre de- 


crenslng rapidly for two important rea- 
sons, 
First, the dairy cnttle of Eu- 


rope nro diminishing, for Europe Is be- 
ing driven to eat Its cnttlo for meat; 
second, tho diversion of labor to wnr 
has decreased the fodder supplies and 
the shortage of shipping has limited 
tho amount of Imported fodder and 
therefore the cattle which can be sup- 
ported and the productivity of the Indi- 
vidual cow have been reduced. Even 
our own dnlry supplies nre not keeping 
pace with our growth of population, for 
our per capita milk supply has fallen 
from 90 to 75 gallons annually in the 
past 15 years. Yet today we must ship 
Increasing amounts of dnlry products 
to our nlllcs. 
' 
' 


The dnlry supplies of the allies In 


normnl times came to a considerable 
dogbee from western Scandlnnvln, Hol- 
land and Switzerland, but under Ger- 
man pressure these supplies nre now 
partly diverted to Germany. The men 
under arms and the wounded must be 
supplied with condensed milk In large 
quantities. 
Tho net result of these 


conditions, despite rigorous reduction 
of consumption among the adults of the 
civil population In Europe, Is thnt our 
allies nre still short of large quantities 
nnd ngnin the burden of the replace- 
ment of this shortage must fall on 
North Amerlcn. The growing exports 
of dnlry products from the United 
States to the allies are shown in the 
following table:

The high price of fodder nnd ment; in 


tho United States during tho pnst few 
months Induced by the pressing Euro- 
pean demand has set up dangerous cur- 
rents In this country, especially in 
those regions dependent upon butter 
and tho sale of milk to municipalities 
having made It more profitable to sell 
tho cnttle for ment than to keep them 
nnd produce dairy products. 
There- 


fore ; the dnlry cnttlo nre decreasing 
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shut out tho view from the famous 
Kolclan or "house of rare, age," by 
which name tho prince's villa was 
known, of beloved and revered Mdunt 
Fuji. To quote tlio vernacular Jour- 
nal: "Tho 'house of rare age,'^ullt 
when the prince, had attained seventy 
yonrs—described by Confucius ns 'the 
rare ngo'—Is no longer a ,qulet bower 
to which tho aged Xamngala cnn re- 
pair at all seasons nnd enjoy rest from 
tho distracting worries of national pol- 
itics.

Our home milk nnd butter supplies'* 


are therefore looked ut In n broad way, 
decreasing while our population is in- 
creasing. This deficiency of dairy but- 
ter is shown by the increased sules of 
margarine, which show an Increase of 
several million pounds per month over 
similar periods In 1015. Dnlry butter, 
however, hns qualities which render It 
vitally necessary for children. 
Milk 


has no .substitute nnd Is not only In- 
trinsically one of our cheapest animal 
foods, but Is absolutely fundamental 
to the rearing of tho children. 


The dairy situation resolves itself 


Into several phases. First, It Is to be 
hoped that the forthcoming abundant 
harvest together with a proper restric- 
tion upon exports of feeding stuffs will 
result In lower prices of feed and di- 
minish the Impetus to sell the cnttle 
for ment. 
Second, the Industry needs 


encouragement so as to Increase the 
dairy herd and thus our dnlry supplies, 
for the sake first of Our own people 
and second of the allies. 
The people 


must realize the vftal dependence of 
the well-being of their children, and 
thus of the nntlon, upon the encourage- 
ment and upbuilding of the Industry. 
Third, we must save the wastes In milk 
nnd butter during the wnr If we nre to 
provide milk supplies to nil, AVe wnste 
large quantities of our milk value from 
our lack of national demand for prod- 
ucts of skimmed nnd sour milk. 


Pork Products. 


The hog Is tho most efficient of ma- 


chines for the production of animal fat. 
The hog not only makes more fnt from 
a given amount of feed, but also the 
products made are specially capable of 
preservation and most econornlcnl for 
commercial handling. 


The swine of Europe nro rnplrlly de- 


creasing nnd the consumption demand 
Induced by Hie wnr is much Increased, 
this pnrtlculnrly because bacon, ham 
and lard are so adaptable for military 
supplies. 
Moreover, our allies are Iso- 


luted from many markets nnd a large 
amount from northern neutrals 
Is 


belne diverted to Germany. 


Willie our hogs have Increased In 


number by 3,000,000 animals, the aver- 
age weight at slaughter is falling and 
our production Is probably only about 
maintained 
The Increasing demand 


upon us since the wnr begnn Is shown 
by the following figures of comparative 
exports:

Wool and Leather. 


Our national supply\ot both wool 


and leather are less than our needs, 
and we are Importing them more and 
more largely, ns shown by the follow- 
ing figures:

the flscnl year ending June 30, 1010, 
$158,078,271.

At the present time the world's de- 


mand for these products has Increased 
far above the ponce level owing to the 
extra consumption In supplying tho 
armies. This demand Is now again in-v 
creased by the mobilization of n largo 
American army. 
In the fnce of this, 


not only Is the European herd decreas- 
ing, but also American sheep have de- 
crensod about 3,000,000 since the war 
began, 
After the war is over, the va- 


rious countries of the world from 
which we formerly drew our wool are 
likely to retain It for their own use 
until their flocks again become normal. 


The sugar supply on which our allies 


In Europe' normally draw hns been 
tremendously reduced, so that they 
must have recourse to other sources. 
In consequence of the shipping situa- 
tion the area from which they must 
draw is also curtailed and, as a result, 
they urc driven into those markets 
from which' our own supply normnlly 
arises. 
Furthermore, their own pro- 


duction hn'i been greatly diminished. 
Before tho wnr, Europe .supplied in n 
large measure Its own needs, through 
tho production of beet sugar, as will 
nppenr from the following tnble show- 
ing the nverage yearly production nnd 
consumption for the five years before 
the wnr (IIJOO-IOIS), in some of the 
chief countries of Europe:

Itnly, Russia nnd Belgium wore self- 
supporting, -while the United Kingdom 
drew Its entire sugar supply from ex- 
terior sources. The supply of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom came to the amount of 
about 70 per cent from countries from 
which It Is now cut off by the war. 
Ten per cent came from the Enst In 
dies and 20 per cent from the United 
States and the West Indies. 


The prospective 1918 crop in France 


hns diminished to 207,000 tons nnd 
thut of Itnly to 75,000 tons, nnd they 
are therefore short 590,000 tons. The 
displacement of United Kingdom sup- 
plies amounts to 1,435,000 tons; nnd 
thcrefoic, in total, these three allied 
countries must Import about 2,700,000 
tons In order to maintain their normal 
consumption. 
Of this, 2,000,000 tons 


must come from new sources.

the demand to a large degree upon the

Vegetables. 


We have this year u most abundant 


crop of vegetables for our use as a re- 
sult of a patriotic endeavor nlmost 
universal throughout the country. Our 
potato harvest alone promises an In- 
crease from 285,000,000 bushels hist 
year to over 400,000,000 bushels this 
year. The other vegetables are like- 
wise enormously Increased through' 
the planting nnd extension of millions 
of gardens. 
The sweet potato crop 


promises to be from 10 to 20 per cent 
above what it wus last year, nnd the 
commercial crop of sweet corn for 
canning purposes Is estimated to be 
from 20 to 30 per cent above that of 
last year. 
The commercial crop of 


tomatoes for canning purposes will 
probably be somewhere between 10 
nnd 20 per cent above what It was Inst 
year. There Is nn increase In the acre- 
age of Inte onions of about'04 per cent 
over the area harvested In 1910. 


Fish and Sea Foods. 


The waters of our coasts and hikes 


nre enormously rich In food fish and 
shell fish. Our streams, too, contribute 
n grenl quantity of fish. Many vnrle- 
ties urc now not used for human food, 
but nre thrown awny or used for fortl- 
ll/.er, Habit hns confined our use of 
fish to a few varieties, and Inadequate 
methods of commercial handling have 
limited our use of these largely to only 
certain days In the week. With better 
marketing facilities, with better under- 
standing of how to use the most varie- 
ties, 
with proper 
preservation 
by 


smoking and salting und by establish- 
ing plants for frozen fish, we can In- 
crease greatly our supply and thus re- 
lieve largely the pressure due to the 
Inadequate supply of meat. Wo only 
have to harvest our own fish supply. 
It feeds Itself. 
Every Dsh eaten Is 


thnt much gained In solving the pres- 
ent problem of living. The products 
of fho land are conserved by eating 
those of the sen. 


Our Duty, 


I hnve endeavored to show In previ- 


ous articles thut the world Is short of 
food; .that Europe Is confronted with 
ihe grim specter of starvation unless 
from our abundance nnd our wnste we 
keep tho wolf from the door. Not only 
must we hnve n proper use of our food 
supply in order that wo may furnish 
our nllics with the sinews with which 
they may fight our battles, but It is 
an net of humanity towards fellow 
men, women and children. 


By the diversion of millions of men 


from production to wnr, by the occu- 
pation of land by armies, by the Iso- 
lation of markets, by belligerent lines, 
nnd by the destruction of shipping by 
submarines, not only has the home pro- 
ductlon of our allies fallen by over 
500,000,000 bushels of grain, but they 
are thrown upon us for a much larger 
proportion of their normal Imports for 
mcrly obtained from ot'her markets. 


They hnve reduced consumption nt 


every point, but men In tho trenches, 
men In the shops, and the millions of 
women placed nt physical labor re- 
quire more food thna during pence 
times, nnd the Incidence of their saving 
and any shortage which (hey may suf- 
fer, falls first upon women nnd chil- 
dren. 
If this privation becomes too 


grent, their peoples cnnnot be main 
tallied constant In the war, and we will 
be left alone to fight the battle of 
democracy with Germany. 


The problem of food conservation Is 


one of ninny complexions. We cnnnot, 
nnd we do not wish, with our free In 
stltutlons and our large resources of 
food, to Imllnte Europe In Its policed 
rationing, but we must voluntarily nnd 
intelligently assume the responsibility 
before us as one In which everyone 
lins a direct nnd Inescapable Interest. 
We must increase our export of foods 
to the allies, nnd In the circumstances 
of our shipping situation, those exports 
must be of the most concentrated 
foods. These nre wheat, flour, beef, 
pork nnd dairy products. We hnve oth 
er foods in grent abundance which we 
can use Instead of these commodities, 
nnd we can prevent wnstcs In n thou- 
sand directions. We must guard tho 
drainage of exports from the United 
States, thnt we retnln a proper supply 
for our own country, nnd we must 
ndopt such mensures ns wllf amelior- 
ate, so fnr as mny be, the price condl 
tlons of our less fortunate. We might 
so drain the supplies from the country 
to Europe ns by the high prices thnt 
would follow to force our people to 
shorten their consumption. This oper- 
ation of "normnl economic forces" 
would starve that element of the com- 
munity to whom we owe the most pro 
tectlon. We must try to Impose the 
burden equally upon nil, 


Action Must Be Voluntary. 


There is no roynl rond to food eon 


servatlon. 
We cnn only accomplish 


this by the voluntary action of our 
whole people, euch element in propor- 
tion to its menus. H is a matter of 
equality of burden; u matter of min- 
ute saving and substitution nt every 
point In the 20,000,000 kitchens, on the 
20,000,000 dinner tables and in the 2,- 
000,000 manufacturing, wholesale and 
retail establishments of the country. 
The task is thus in its essence the dally 
Individual service of nil the people. 
Every group can substitute and even

cnn save n little-'-nnd the more luxuri- 
ous elements of the population can by 
reduction lo simple living save much. 
The final result of substituting other 
products and saving one pound .of 
wheat flour, two ounces of futs, seven 
ounces of sugar and seven ounces ot 
ment weekly, by each person, will; 
when we have multiplied this by onn 
hundred million, hnve increased our 
exports to the amounts absolutely re- 
quired by our allies, This means no 
more than that we should cut plenty 
but ent wisely qnd without waste. 


Food conservation hns other aspects 


of utmost Importance. Wars must ba 
paid for by savings. 
We must save 


In the consumption In commodities and 
the consumption of unproductive la- 
bor In order that we mny divert our 
manhood to the army nnd to the shops. 
If by the reduction In consumption of 
labor and the commodities that It pro- 
duces and the diversion of this saving 
to that labor nnd those commodities 
demanded by the wnr, we shall 'bo able 
to fight to eternity. We can mortgage 
our future savings for n little while, 
but a piling up of mortgages Is but a 
short stop toward bankruptcy. Every 
atom that we save Is available for sub- 
scrlpllon lo Liberty bonds. 


The whole of Europe hns been en- 


gaged eyer since the wnr begun In the 
elimination of wnste, the simplification 
'of life, and the Increase of Its Indus- 
trial capacity. When the war Is over 
tho consuming power of the world will 
bo reduced by the loss 'Of prosperity 
nnd man power, und we shall enter n 
period of competition without parallel 
In ferocity. After the war, we must 
maintain our foreign markets If our 
working people nre to be employed, 
We shall be In no position to compote 
If we continue to live on the same 
bnsls of wnste and extravagance on 
which we hnve lived hitherto. Simple, 
temperate living Is u moral Issue o£ the 
first order at uny time, nnd uny other 
basis of conduct during the wnr be- 
comes a wrong against the Interest of 
the country nnd 
the interest 
of 


democracy. 


The impact of the food shortage of 


Europe hns knocked ut every door ol 
the United States during the past three 
years. The prices of foodstuffs have 
nearly doubled, nnd the rcverberntlons 
of Europe's Increasing shortage would 
hnve thundered twice ns loudly dur- 
ing the coming ycnr even had we not 
entered the wnr, nnd It cnn now only 
be mitigated If wo cnn exert a strong 
control nnd this In many directions. 


We are today In un era of high 


prices. We must mnlntain prices at 
such n level as will stimulate produc- 
tion, for we are faced by n starving 
world nnd the value of n commodity to 
the hungry Is grenter than Its price. 


As n result of the world shortage of 


supplies, our consumers have suffered 
from speculation nnd extortion. While 
wages for some kinds of labor hnve 
Increased with the rise in food price*, 
In others, it hns been difficult to main- 
tain our high standard of nutrition. 


By the elimination of waste In nil 


classes, by the reduction In the con- 
sumption of foodstuffs by the more for- 
tunate, we shall Increase our supplies 
not only for export but for home, nnd 
by increased supplies we cnn help In 
'the amelioration of prices. 


For Better 
Distribution. 


Beyond this the duty has been laid 


upon the food administration to co-op 
crnte with the patriotic men In trades 
nnd commerce, that we mny eliminate 
the evils which hnve grown Into our 
system of distribution, Hint the bur- 
den mny fall equitably upon nil by res- 
toration, so fnr ns mny be, of the nor 
mal course of trade. It Is the purpose 
of the food administration to use Its 
utmost power nnd the utmost nblllty 
thnt pntrlotlsm can assemble to nmeli- 
onue this situation to such a degree as 
may be possible. 


The food administration Is nssem 


Wing the best expert advice In the 
country on home economics, on food 
utlllzntlon, on trade practices nnd 
trade wastes, nnd on the conduct of 
public eating places, tind we shall out- 
line from time to time detailed sugges- 
tions, which If honestly cnrrled out by 
such Individuals In the country, we be- 
lieve will effect the njsult which we 
must attain. 
We nre asking every 


home, every public eating plnce nnd 
many trades, to sign n pledge card 
to iieccpt these directions, so fnr ns 
llielr clrcumstnnces permit, and we nre 
organizing various Instrumentalities to 
ameliorate speculation. We are nsk- 
Ing the men of the country who nre 
not actually engaged In the bundling 
of food to sign similar pledges that 
they shall see to It, so fnr ns they arc 
able, thnt these directions arc followed. 
We nre asking all who wish us well 
and who undertake our service to be- 
come actual members of the food nd 
ministration, just ns much volunteer* 
In national service ns we ourselves arc- 
so (hat thus the food administration 
mny not be composed of a small bod* 
of men in Washington nnd n smn>! 
representation In each stnte, but mat 
become a body of 00,000,000 peopl", 
devoted absolutely to (lie services n 
democracy. We hope to sec the tn- 
slgnln of membership in every pntl- 
otlc window in the country.

IS GREAT PROBLEM OF WAR 


America's Production and Needs of the 


Allied Nations Se» Forth—What 


We Must Do to Keep Wolf 


From the Door. 


Washington, Aug. 20.—Herbert O. 


Hoover, United States food adminis- 
trator, tuilu'y issued to the American 
public his statement covering the food 
situation ns It now exists and the ne- 
cessity of conserving the food 
re- 


sources of the nation to provide for 
the future during the continuance of 
the war. The statement follows: 


Food Is always more or less of a 


problem In every phase o£ its produc- 
tion, handling and consumption. It Is 
a problem with every farmer, every 
transporter and seller, every house- 
holder. It is a problem with every 
town, state and nation. And now, very 
conspicuously, it is a problem with 
three great groups of nations, namely, 
the allies, the central empires and the 
neutrals; in a word it is a great inter- 
national problem. 


The food problem today of our own 


nation, therefore has as its most con- 
spicuous phase an international charac- 
ter. 
A sufficient and regular supply 


of food for the maintenance of the 
great field armies o£ our fighting allies 
and of their no less great armies of 
working men and working women in 
the war industries, and finally for the 
maintenance of the women and chil- 
dren in the home. Is an absolute ne- 
(Jessity, second to no other, for the 
successful prosecution of the war for 
liberty. In the providing of this food 
for the great allied food pool, the Unit- 
ed States plays a predominant part. 


With the present diversion of tens of 


millions of men from the farms into 
the fighting and Industrial armies, re- 
sulting in a marked lessening of food 
production, and the present necessity 
of increasing the daily ration of other 
millions of men turned from sedentary 
occupations into those oC strenuous 
physical labor, resulting In a marked 
Increase of consumption, this deficiency 
between the food needs and the food 
production oC the allies becomes great- 
er than ever, with the consequence of 
a law; incrwise in the food quantities 
Imperatively needed from the United 
States if the allied armies arc to be 
flble to "carry on." 


World's Larder Examined. 


This is a general statement of a con- 


dition which only needs to be elabor- 
ated in detail to show just what wo 
have to do. The time has come when 
this detailed statement can be made. 
Our harvest and the harvests of Eu- 
rope can now be forecast. Wo can 
also survey our combined stocks of 
food animals; in other words, the size 
of that part of the world's larder on 
which we and the allies can draw for 
the next twelve months can now be es- 
timated. This estimate shows at once 
that it contains too little for our own 
and our allies use unless we all ad- 
minister the supply with the greatest 
cnre and wisdom. The allied peoples 
are energetically undertaking this ad- 
ministration. It lies now with us to 
do our part. If we fail, the people of 
the allies cannot be maintained at war. 
Their' soldiers cannot fight without 
food. 
A certain definitely deterraina- 


ble part of that food must come from 
us. Let us then examine carefully the 
world's larder as it appears today, or 
so much of it as Is at our disposal. 


I propose to review the situation 


first, as regards the cereals, second, as 
regards food animals and their prod- 
ucts, third, as regards sugar, fourth, 
as regards, vegetables, fifth, ns regards 
fu;h and sea foods, and, finally, as re- 
gards our duty in the matter. 


Cereals. 


The 1017 harvest Is now so far ad- 


vanced that we may compare it with 
previous production, and with the de- 
mands which are going to be made on 
It.Table No. 1 Is given -to show the 
normal peace sources of the annual 
supplies of France, Italy, the United 
Kingdom and Belgium, being an aver- 
age of the three-year pre-war period. 


It will be seen from this table that 


the normal Imports of wheat are 331,- 
000.000 bushels and of other cereals 
34S.OOO.OOO bushels. The estimate of 
the 191" harvest In the allied countries 
hosed upon crop reports from these 
countries, is as follows:

of 577,000,000 bushels of wheat and 
07-1,000,000 bushels of other cereals. 


Tho prospective position of our own 


and the Canadian harvest is given In 
table No. 2. 
Our crops, especially our corn crop, 


cannot yet be considered as certain, 
but 1C nil mature safely, North Amer- 
ica- will have an apparent surplus of 
wheat of 203,000,000 bushels and of 
other cereals of about 950,000,000 
bushels.

Russian supply cannot , be got out. 
Bulgarian and Roumanian supplies .are 
In the hands of the central empires. 
The voyage from Australia and India 
is three times as long and therefore 
requires three times as many tons of 
shipping ns is required from North At- 
lantic ports. 
It is also twice as dan- 


gerous because of the longer exposure 
to submarine attack. There has been 
a large failure In the South American 
countries and the new harvest from 
that quarter will not be available in 
Europe until next spring. As already 
said, all the allied countries are ana 
have' been for some time rigorously ad- 
ministering and 
economizing 
their 


food. 
In Belgium, the relief commis- 


sion has been compelled to reduce the 
consumption of cereals by nearly 5U 
per cent ; this brings the food supply 
so low that the population are in- 
capable of labor. 
From the above tables It will be 


seen that on normal bases of consump- 
tion the total allied wheat import re- 
quirements are 
577,000,000 bushels 


against a North American surplus of 
208,000,000 
bushels— and 
from 
our 


United States supplies we- must re- 
serve a certain amount for neutrals 
from which we receive vital supplies 
and also an amount to protect our 
stocks better next year than this last. 
There is therefore on normal con- 
sumption a deficit of over 400,000.000 
bushels. In the other cereals used in 
Europe mostly for animal feed, the 
Import necessities of the allies on nor- 
mal consumption basis are about 6,4,- 
000 000 against a North American sur- 
plus of 050.000,000. But again a re- 
serve 'for neutrals and increased car- 
ry over" will absorb all the margin. 
In any event it means we must multi- 
ply our exports of these cereals 20 
times. However, upon the basis of our 
present crop prospects we should be 
able to supply their requirements in 
cereals other than wheat. 


Wheat Situation Difficult. 


The situation in wheat is one of 


great difficulty and concern, and must 
be met by an elimination of waste and 
reduction of consumption on the part 
of the allied peoples and ourselves, in 
one word, by an effective administra- 
tion of the available supply; 
The allies are unable to use other 


cereals alone for bread. 
They can 


use them only as added to wheat Hour 
to make the war bread now in uni- 
versal use in European countries. Ex- 
cept in Italy, whose people normally 
consume miich corn, our allies have 
few corn mills and cornmeal is not a 
durable commodity and therefore can- 
not be shipped in great quantities. 
' 
Moreover, for generations they have 


bought bread from the bakeries ; they 
have no equipment nor do they know 
how to bake in the household. Every 
.American knows that It ,is infeasible 
to distribute corn bread from bakeries, 
and it is therefore necessary for us 
to furnish our allies with sufficient 
wheat to enable them to have a wheat 
basis for the loaf. However, they can 
use and must use other cereals for 
mixture in their war bread, and by 
this substitution and by savings on 
their part a great deal can be accom- 
plished. On the other hand, a deficit 
of 400 000,000 bushels can be at least 
partially overcome if we can increase 
our exports from 88,000,000 to 220,- 
000000 or nearly triple. This can be 
accomplished if we will substitute one 
pound of other cereals for (one pound 
of wheat flour weekly per person ; that 
is, if we reduce our consumption of 
wheat flour from five pounds per week 
to four pounds per w.eek per person. 
It will be no privation to us and will 
reduce the privation of our allies. 


Food Animals. 


Owing to the ascending standard of 


living the world was already strained 
to supply enough animal products to 
meet the demand before the war be- 
gan. The war has Injected into an al- 
ready difficult situation a number of 
vicious conditions which are jeopardiz- 
in" the ultimate animal products sup- 
ply of the world. 
The production of 


fodder in Europe has been diminished 
by the diversion of productive labor to 
war, and its import has been curtailed 
by shortage In shipping and by the 
isolation of markets by' belligerent 
lines 
From these causes not only are 


the 'actual numbers of animals de- 
creasing in Europe, but the average 
weight and the annual output of dairy 
products per animal, are decreasing. 


A careful estimate of the worlds 


food animal position shows the follow- 
ing position :

people is not only one of supplying 
the Immediate demand of the allies, but 
one -which Is more far-reaching in its- 
future significance. As the war goes 
on there will be a constant lessening of 
the capital stock of food animals of 
the world. 
Among our western al- 


lies the demand outruns further every

desire to get into the same atmosphere 
with the great people of Japan; Mar- 
shal Prince Yamagata, foremost of Ja-

day the decreasing production, as ship- 
ping becomes further shortened by con- 
tinued submarine destruction, less ton- 
nage can be devoted to-llodder, and fur- 
ther reduction of the herds must en- 
sue. 
These destructive forces have 


given rise to reactions In many direc- 
tions.' The world's supply of meat; and 
dairy products, of animal fats and in- 
dustrial fats, wool and hides, are all 
involved not only now, but for far into 
the future. 


Meats. 


The immediate problem is to fur- 


nish increased meat.supplies to the al- 
lies to maintain them during the war. 
An important factor contributing to the 
present situation lies in the disturb- 
ance to the world's trade by destruc- 
tion of shipping resulting in throwing 
a larger burden on North America, the 
nearest market. 
Shipments from the 


Australasian, 
South 
American and 


from the continental countries into the 
allied countries have been interfered 
with. .Their contributions must be re- 
placed by increased shipments ^ from 
North America. 


The growth of American meat ex- 


ports since the war began, most of 
which have been supplied by allied na- 
tions, is revealed by the following fig- 
ures: 
Three-year pre-war average, 40o,- 


848,000 pounds. 


Year ending June 30, 1910, 1.3GO.- 


193,000 pounds. 
The impact of European demand 


up'on our animal 
products will be 


maintained for a long period of years 
after peace. We can contemplate a 
high range of prices, for meat and 
for animal products for many years to 
come. We must undertake to. meet the 
demand not only during the war, so as 
to enable our allies to continue to fight, 
but we must be prepared to meet the 
demand after the war. Our herd can- 
not be increased In a single night or 
in a single year. Our producers will 
not only be working in their own ul- 
timate interest in laying the founda- 
tion of larger herds and flocks, but 
will serve our national interest and the 
Interest of humanity, for years to come, 
if Hie best strains of young animals 
are preserved. 
The Increase in herds 


can only be accomplished if we save 
more of our roughage and raise more 
fodder grains. • It Is worth noting that 
after the war Europe with lessened 
herds will, pending their recuperation, 
require less fodder and will therefore 
produce more bread grains and im- 
port less of them, so that we can after 
the war safely reduce our bread grain 
production to Increase our fodder. But 
we must lay our foundation in the 
meantime to increase our herds. 


There is only one Immediate solution 


to the short supply of meat for ex- 
port pending the Increase in our herds 
and flocks which will take years. Dur- 
ing the course of the war, we can, just 
as with the cereals, reduce the con- 
sumption and eliminate the waste par- 
ticularly among those classes which 
can best afford it. In the meantime, in 
order to protect all of our people, we 
must carefully control our meat ex- 
ports in order that the people shall not 
be denied this prime necessity of life. 


Dairy Products. 


The world's dairy supplies are de- 


creasing rapidly for two important rea- 
sons. 
First, the dairy cattle of Eu- 


rope are diminishing, for Europe is be- 
ing, driven to eat its cattle for meat; 
second, the diversion of labor to war 
has decreased the fodder supplies and 
the shortage of shipping has limited 
the amount of imported fodder and 
therefore the cattle which can be sup- 
ported and the productivity of the indi- 
vidual cow have been reduced. Even 
our own dairy supplies are not keeping 
pace with our growth of population, for 
our per capita milk supply has fallen 
from 90 to 75 gallons annually in the 
past 15 years. • Yet today we must ship 
increasing amounts of dairy products 
to our allies. 
The dairy supplies of the allies In 


normal times came to a considerable 
degree from western Scandinavia, Hol- 
land and Switzerland, but under Ger- 
man pressur.e these supplies are now 
partly diverted to Germany. The men 
under arms and the wounded must be 
supplied with condensed milk In large 
quantities. 
The net result of these 


conditions, despite rigorous reduction 
of consumption among the adults of the 
civil population In Europe, is that our 
allies are still short of large quantities 
and again the burden of the replace- 
ment of this shortage must fall on 
North America. The growing exports 
of dairy products from the United 
States to the allies are shown in the 
following table:

The high price of fodder and meat in 


the United States during the past few 
months induced by the pressing Euro- 
pean demand has set up dangerous cur- 
rents in this country, especially in 
those regions dependent upon butter 
and the sale of milk to municipalities 
having made it more profitable to sell 
the cattle for meat than to keep them 
and produce dairy products. 
There- 


fore; the dairy cattle are decreasing

in price in - appropriate proportion, to 
the Increase in most of feeds ore those 
producing condensed milk and cheese.^ 


Our home milk and' butter supplies' 


are therefore looked at in a broad way, 
decreasing while our population is in- 
creasing. This deficiency .of dairy but- 
ter is shown 'by- .the. increased- sales of 
margarine, which show. an increase of 
several million pounds per month over 
similar periods in 1915. 
Dairy butter, 


however, has qualities which render it 
vitally necessary for children. 
Milk 


has no substitute and is not only in- 
trinsically one of our cheapest animal 
foods, but is absolutely fundamental 
to the rearing of the .children. 


The- dairy situation resolves itself 


Into several phases. First, it is to be 
hoped that the forthcoming abundant 
harvest together with a proper restric- 
tion upon exports of feeding stuffs will 
result in lower prices of feed and di- 
minish the impetus to sell the cattle 
for meat. 
Second, the industry needs 


encouragement so as to increase the 
dairy herd and thus our dairy supplies, 
for the sake first of our own people 
and second of the allies. 
The people 


must realize the vital dependence of 
the well-being of their children, and 
thus of the nation, upon the encourage- 
ment and upbuilding of the industry. 
Third, we must save the wastes in milk 
and butter during the war if we are to 
provide milk supplies to all. We waste 
large quantities of our milk value from 
our lack of national demand for prod- 
ucts of skimmed and sour milk. 


Pork Products. 


The hog is the most efficient of ma- 


chines for the production of animal fat 
The hog not only makes more fat from 
a given amount of feed, but also the 
products made are specially capable of 
preservation and most economical for 
commercial handling. 


The swine of Europe are rapidly de- 


creasing and the consumption demand 
Induced by the war is much Increased, 
this particularly because bacon, ham 
and lard are so adaptable for military 
supplies. Moreover, our allies are iso- 
lated from many markets and a large 
amount from 
northern neutrals 
is 


belnz diverted to Germany.. 


While our hogs have increased in 


number by 3,000,000 animals, the aver- 
age weight at slaughter is falling and 
our production is probably only about 
maintained. 
The increasing demand 


upon us since the war began is shown 
by the following figures of comparative 
exports :

Wool and Leather. 


Our national supply ^ol both wool 


and leather are less than our needs, 
and we are importing them more and 
more largely, as showo by the follow- 
ing figures:

the fiscal year ending June 30, 1016, 
S15S.07S.271. 
Importations (value) of hides, leath- 


er, and manufactures of leather aver- 
age of the three-year pre-war period.

At the present time the world's de- 


mand for these products has increased 
far above the peace level owing to the 
extra consumption in supplying the 
armies. This demand is now again inv 
creased by the mobilization of a large 
American" army. 
In the face of this, 


not only is the European herd decreas- 
ing, but also American sheep have de- 
creased about 3,000,000 since the war 
began. 
After the war is over, the va- 


rious countries of the world from 
which we formerly drew our wool are 
likely to retain it for their own use 
until their flocks again become normal.

Sua«r. 


The sugar supply on which our allies 


in Europe" normally draw has been 
tremendously reduced, so that they 
must have recourse to other sources. 
In consequence of the shipping situa- 
tion the area from which they must 
draw is also curtailed and, as a result, 
they are driven into those markets 
from which' our own supply normally 
arises. 
Furthermore, their own pro- 


duction ha* been greatly diminished. 
Before the war, Europe supplied in a 
large measure its own needs, through 
the production of beet sugar, as will 
appear from the following table show- 
ing the average yearly production and 
consumption for the five years before 
the war (1909-1913), in some of the 
chief countries of Europe:

As appears from the table, France, 


Italy Kusgia and Belgium were self- 
supporting, while the United Kingdom 
drew its entire sugar supply from ex- 
terior sources. The supply of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom came to the amount of 
about 70 per cent from countries from 
which it is now. cut-off by the war. 
Ten per cent came from the East In- 
dies and 20 per cent from the United 
States and the West Indies. 


The prospective 1918 crop in France 


has diminished to 207,000 tons and 
that of Italy to 75,000 tons, and they 
are therefore short 590,000 tons. The 
displacement of United Kingdom sup- 
plies amounts to 1,435,000 tons; and 
therefore, in total, these three allied 
countries must Import about 2,700,000 
tons in order to maintain their normal 
consumption. 
Of this, 2,000,000 tons 


must come from new sources.

duces the tonage available and drives 
the demand to a large degree upon the 


prince hasn't visited Odawara this 
summer."

The normal t American 


consumption is about 90 pounds per 
person per annum and is just double 
the French consumption. 


Vegetables. 


We nave this year a most abundant 


crop of vegetables for our use as a re- 
sult of a patriotic endeavor almost 
universal throughout the country. Our 
potato harvest alone promises an in- 
crease from 285,000,000 bushels last 
year to over 400,000,000 bushels this 
year. 
The other vegetables are like- 


'wise enormously Increased through 
the planting and extension .of millions 
of gardens. 
The sweet potato, crop 


promises to be from 10 to 20 per cent 
above what it was last year, and the 
commercial crop of sweet corn for 
canning purposes Is estimated to be 
from 20 to 30 per cent above that of 
last year. 
The commercial crop of 


tomatoes for canning purposes will 
probably be somewhere between 10 
and 20 per cent above what it was last 
year. There is an increase in the acre- 
age of late onions of about '54 per cent 
over the area harvested In 1916. 


Fish and Sea Foods. 


The waters of our coasts and lakes 


are enormously rich in food fish and 
shell fish. Our streams, too, contribute 
a great quantity of fish. Many varie- 
ties are now not used for human food, 
but are thrown away or used for ferti- 
lizer. 
Habit has confined our use of 


fish to a few varieties, and inadequate 
methods of commercial handling have 
limited our use of these largely to only 
certain days in the week. With better 
marketing facilities, with better under- 
standing of how to use the most vane- 
ties 
with proper 
preservation 
by 


smoking and salting and by establish- 
ing plants for frozen fish, we can in- 
crease greatly our supply and thus re- 
lieve largely the pressure due to the 
inadequate "supply of meat. 
We only 


have to harvest our own fish supply. 
It feeds itself. 
Every fish eaten is 


that much gained in solving the pres- 
ent problem of living. The products 
of the land are conserved by eating 
those of the sea. 


Our Duty. . 


I have endeavored to show in previ- 


ous articles that the world is short of 
•food • .that Europe is confronted with 
the grim specter of starvation unless 
from our abundance and our waste we 
keep the wolf from the door. Not only 
must we have a proper use of our food 
supply in order that we may furnish 
our allies with the sinews with which 
they may-fight our battles, but it is 
an "act of humanity towards fellow 
men. 
women and children. 


By the diversion of millions of men 


from production to war, by the occu- 
pation of land by armies, by the iso- 
lation of markets, by belligerent lines, 
and by the destruction of shipping by 
submarines, not only has the home pro- 
duction of our allies fallen by over 
500,000,000 bushels of grain, but they 
are thrown upon us for a much larger 
proportion of their normal imports for- 
merly obtained from other markets. 


They have reduced consumption at 


every point, but men In the trenches, 
men in the shops, and the millions of 
women placed at physical labor re- 
quire more food than during peace 
times, and the incidence of their saving 
and any shortage which they may suf- 
fer, fails first upon women and chil- 
dren. 
If this privation becomes too 


great, their peoples cannot be main- 
tained constant in the war, and we will 
be left alone to fight the battle of 
democracy with Germany. 


The problem of food conservation is 


one of many complexions. We cannot, 
arid we do not wish, with our free in- 
stitutions and our large resources of 
food, to imitate Europe in its policed 
rationing, but we must voluntarily and 
intelligently assume the responsibility 
before us as one In which everyone 
has a direct and inescapable interest. 
We must increase our export of foods 
to the allies, and in the circumstances 
of our shipping situation, these exports 
must be of the most 
concentrated 


foods. These are wheat, flour, beef, 
pork and dairy products. We have oth- 
er foods in great abundance which we 
can use instead of these commodities, 
and we can prevent wastes in a thou- 
sand directions. We must guard the 
drainage of exports from the United 
States, that we retain a proper supply 
for our own country', and we must 
adopt such measures as will amelior- 
ate, so far as may be, the price condi- 
tions of our less fortunate. 
We might 


so drain the supplies from the country 
to Europe as by the high prices that 
would follow to force our people to 
shorten their consumption. This oper- 
ation of "normal economic forces" 
would starve that element of the com- 
munity to whom we owe the most pro- 
tection. We must try to impose the 
burden equally upon all. 


Action Must Be Voluntary. 


There is no royal road to food con- 


servation. 
We can only accomplish 


this by the voluntary action of our 
whole people, each element in propor- 
tion to its means. It Is a matter of 
equality of burden; a matter of min- 
ute saving and substitution at every 
point in the 20,000,000 kitchens, on the 
20,000,000 dinner tables and in the 2,- 
.000,000 manufacturing, wholesale and 
retail establishments of the country. 
The task is thus in Its essence the daily 
individual service of all the people. 
Every group can substitute and even

the great majority of thrifty peojrt* 
can save a little-^-and the more luxuri- 
ous elements of the population can by 
reduction'to simple living save much. 
The final result of substituting other 
products and saving one pound of 
wheat flour, two ounces of fats, seven 
ounces of sugar and seven ounces of 
meat weekly, by each person, will; 
when we have multiplied this by one 
hundred ' million, have Increased our 
exports to the amounts absolutely re- 
quired by our allies.. This means no 
more tha'n that we should eat plenty 
but eat wisely and without waste. 


Food conservation has other aspects 


of utmost importance. Wars must ba 
paid for by savings. We must save 
in the consumption in commodities and 
the consumption of unproductive la- 
bor In order that we may divert our 
manhood to the army and to the shops. 
If by the reduction in consumption of 
labor and the commodities that it pro- 
duces and the diversion of this saving 
to that labor and those commodities 
demanded by the war, we shall 'be able 
to fight to eternity. 
We can mortgage 


our future savings for a little while, 
but a piling up of mortgages is but a 
short step toward bankruptcy. Every 
atom that we save is available for sub- 
scription to Liberty bonds. 


The whole of Europe has been en- 


gaged ever since the war began in the 
elimination of waste, the simplification 
'of life, and the increase of its Indus- 
trial capacity. 
When the war is over 


the consuming power of the world will 
be reduced by the loss -of prosperity 
and man power, and we shall enter a 
period of competition without parallel 
in ferocity. 
After the war, we must 


maintain our foreign markets if our 
working people are to be employed. 
We shall be in no position to compete 
if we continue to live on the same 
basis of waste and extravagance on 
which we have lived hitherto. Simple, 
temperate living is a moral issue of the 
first order at any time, and any other 
basis of conduct during the war be- 
comes a wrong against the interest of 
the 
country 
and 
the Interest oi 


democracy. 


The impact of the food shortage of 


Europe has knocked at every door of 
the United States during the past three 
years. The prices of foodstuffs have 
nearly doubled, and the reverberations 
of Europe's increasing shortage would 
have thundered twice as loudly dur- 
ing the coming year even had we not 
entered the war, and It can now only 
be mitigated if we can exert a strong 
control and this in many directions. 


We are today in an era of high 


prices. We must maintain prices at 
such a level as will stimulate produc- 
tion, for we are faced by a starving 
world and the value of a commodity to 
the hungry is greater than iis price. 


As a result of the world shortage of 


supplies, our consumers have suffered 
from speculation and extortion. While 
wages for.some kinds of labor have 
increased with the rise In food prices, 
in others, it has been difficult to main- 
Lain our high standard of nutrition. 


By the elimination of waste in all 


classes, by the reduction in the con- 
sumption of foodstuffs by the more for- 
tunate, we shall increase our supplies 
not only for export but for home, and 
by increased supplies we can help in 
"the amelioration of prices. 


For Better Distribution. 


Beyond this the duty has been laid 


upon the food administration to co-op- 
erate with the patriotic men in trades 
and commerce, that we may eliminate 
the evils which have grown into our 
system of distribution, that the bur- 
den may fall equitably upon all by res- 
toration, so far as may be, of the nor- 
mal course of trade. It is the purpose 
of the food administration to use its 
utmost power and the utmost ability 
that patriotism can assemble to ameli- 
orate this situation to such a degree as 
may be possible. 


The food administration Is assem- 


bling the best expert advice in the 
country on home economics, on food 
utilization, on trade practices and 
trade wastes, and on the conduct of 
public eating places, Jind we shall out- 
line from time to time detailed sugges- 
tions, which if honestly carried out by 
such individuals in the country, we be- 
lieve will effect the result which we 
must attain. 
We are asking every 


home, every public eating place and 
many trades, to sign a pledge card 
to accept these directions, so far as 
their circumstances permit, and we are 
organizing various instrumentalities to 
ameliorate speculation. We are ask- 
ing the men of the country who are 
not actually engaged In the handling 
of food to sign similar pledges that 
they shall see to it. so far as they are 
able, that these directions are followed. 
We are asking all who wish us well 
and who undertake our service to be- 
come actual members of the food ad 
ministration, just as much volunteer? 
in national service as we ourselves are", 
so that thus the food administration 
may not be composed of a small bod< 
of "men in Washington and a smaK 
representation in each state, but maT 
become a body of 50,000,000 people, 
devoted absolutely to the services <t 
democracy. 
We hope to see the In- 


signia of membership in every patfl- 
otlc window in the country.

CULL POTATOES CAN 


BE USEDJOR SILAGE 


"Potatoes that 
are 
not 
strictly 


graded," stated a prominent potato 
merchant to ono of the tuber experts 
wiih the food administration recently, 
"will nut bring a fair return lo thu 
grower. The nondescript seed plant- 
ed, ibis sprang bespeaks potatoes of 
probably poor keeping quality. That 
It pays to grade strictly was Musi rat- 
ed on a recent market, 
Poorly 


graded potatoes were bringing $2.25 
per barrel on a riulet market, but 
when more earn was exorcised in 
grading they immediately jumped to 
M>5 per barrel and were in good 
demand." 
Reports from various sections In- 


dicate that potatoes are being graded 
more 
carefully 
this year. 
While 


many of the cull.s can bo fed Immed- 
iately to the stock, the problem pre- 
sented In many instances is that of 
preserving these culls until they aio 
needed. This luis been done by mak- 
ing polato silage. 


At Geltsville, Maryland, an experi- 


ment waa conducted laat. year by L. 
A. Round and II. C. Gore of tho 
United Slates department of agricul- 
ture. Tho method of putting up the 
silage was as follows: 
The potatoes were washed siomc- 


what Imperfectly by dumping theip 
into a trough lined with sheet tin and 
filled with water. The potatoes wer 
then moved thru the trough with the 
aid of a potato fork and dropped over 
the end Of the trough into a cutter. 
This cutter consisted o£ an ordinary 
apple gniter with the knives removed 
and with four rows of quarter-Inch | 
spikes placed about one Inch apart on 
tho cylinder. The 
grater 
cracked . 


each polato Into several pieces, grind-] 
Ing so coarsely that a fluid mass did 
not result, only enough juice being 
liberated to surround the patatoe-j 
when they were placed In the silo. 


AB the potatoes were fed into the 


silo they were sprinkled with corn 
meal at the rate of about two and 
one-hair 
pounds per 
hundred of 


crushed potatoes. New white or yel- 
low corn meal contains a large iium- 
npr of laclic acid organisms, 
and 


with the ground potatoes thus Inno- 
culalcil an entirely satisfactory f«i- 
monlHlion is produced. 
When (illud, 


the silo was covered with a layer of 
six inches ,of trcsh corn silage, and 
hen A wooden 
cover 
of 
one-inch 


boards was pressed down tightly ai.d 
hold In poslifon by two two-bj-foiir 
Inch boards which were laid across 
and nailed to the sides of the wooden 
illo.Fermentation began at once. With 
the evolution nf the gas considerable 
presume developed which was con- 
trolled by extra welgh.ts; this pre.,- 
suie disappeared In a few days. Th« 
ickl fermentation continued for two 
or three weeks. 
The resulting potato silage was re- 


freshingly acid in flavor free from 
any putrid odors and of about tlm 
consistency of the orislaal crushed 
potato. 


Since tho above experiment was 


conducted H has been found that live- 
tenths of a pound of corn meal per 
hundred pound* of crushed potatoes, 
fermented by mixing with warm wa- 
ter gives moie satisfactory results 
than the larger amount of corn meal.

LABOR SHORTAGE. IN ALASKA 


Wages Are Mounting Higher, Ordinary 


Laborers Being Paid as Much 


as $12 a bay. 


An Alaskan 
correspondent writes 


that the shortage of labor In Interior 
Alaska has become aciite, and In con- 
sequence 
employers 
are 
bidding 


against each other for,.the services pf 
such laborers as arc to be 'had, with 
j 


the result that wages are mounting to)1 


unprecedented figures.' 'This condition^ 
Is especially noticeable in the Fair- 
banks district, where as much.,as $12 i 
a day has-recently been paid for ordi- 
nary pick and shovel laborers. There 
are not nearly enough workers to fill 
the available jobs, and Instead of Im- 
provement the condition Is expected to 
grow worse. 


The Alaska road commission, which 


received an appropriation of .'$500,000 
for the building of roads and trails this 
year, Is Jn'tlie market for a large force 
of laborers, an$I where they are to 
come from nobody knows. - Moreover, 
mining operations aro just beginning 
In a large way, and this Industry will 
require more men than the present la- 
boring population of the Fairbanks 
region, and If they cannot be had the, 
Industry will suffer severely. 
Similar 


conditions, but less severe, existed last 
year, and.wore due to the drril'riing of 
the labor resources-by the government 
railroad, which Is still short of men. 
As In all former years, many laborers 
will undoubtedly, come In from 
the 


states, but not enough are expected to 
even (111 the wants of the railroad com- 
mission, much less to adequately re- 
lieve the needs of private employers. 


What Is true of the interior labor 


shortage was also true in a less degree 
of the coast regions until recently. Of 
2,000 laborers sailing-from Seattle to 
Alaska last spring not a half doaen got 
as far as the Interior, the men finding 
Jobs In the coast regions. Should some 
moans not bo found to relieve the labor 
shortage In the Interior its develop- 
ment will be affected more seriously 
than last year, when a shortage of la-

Body of Italian, Literally .Hacked to

This is not a good 
practice unless the soil is firm. If a 
form is not available, the trench caV. 
be lined with building paper to pre- 
vent the concrete from coming ir.

extends far enough below the surfao: 
of the ground so that the danger of 
rats undermining the floor is avoided 
it is not so essential.

Does a silo need a ventilator? Fo- 
a few days following filling a door or 
window at the top needs to be left 
open for ventilation. It is true that 
carbon dioxide gas does collect in a 
sild, but it is not .dangerous in silo; 
built above ground. As this gas is 
heavier thaa air and as it only col- 
lects directly after filling, this is the 
only time there is' any .danger. To be 
absolutely safe, however, it is advis- 
ah1* to run the ensilage cutter for a 
few minutes before entering the silo.

Wild blackberries picked by chil- 


dren will help the army and navy to 
cjet the eleven 
mLlilion pounds of 


blackberry jam they must have, la 
view of the stiorbage of cultivated 
blackberries, the United States de- 
partment of agriculture urges 
the 


women and girls and boys to gather 
all the wild blackberries they can 
lind, to supply commercial canning 
establishments. 
Blackberry jam is particularly de- 


sirable because it 
has medicinal 
qualities which counteract certain in- 
testine! troubles, in addition to its 
welcome place in the diet as a sweet. 
The wild fruit is not as pulpy and is 
iikely to oe more seedy than the cul- 
tivated varieties, but there 
is 
an 


abundance in many of the northern 
states. 
The difficulty of getting help 


on a commercial scale has prevented 
the gathering'of the wild berries, but 
if the children can be enlisted to do 
thfir patriotic part, it. will give the 
packers a chance to supply what the 
military authorities need. . It is also 
pointed out. that, at the prevailing 
prices they may "get good money re- 
:urn for their rime and Labor. 
In each community some local 
grocer should be able to learn the 
name of a manufacturer who "may be 
willing to buy the berries. 
In New 


York, for example, the canneries are 
so numerous thruout the state that 
little trouble should bo experienced 
in Uncling a market.

Wages Are Mounting Higher, Ordinary 


Laborers Being Paid a» Much 


as $12 a Day. 


An Alaskan 
correspondent writes 


that the shortage of labor In Interior 
Alaska has become nciile, uud In con- 
sequence 
employers 
nre 
bidding 


against each other .for.,the services ;if 
such laborers as are to he had, with 
the result that wages arc mounting to'' 
unprecedented figures. This condition1 
Is especially noticeable In tho Fair- 
banks district, whore as much lib $12 
a day has recently been paid for ordi- 
nary pick and shovel laborers. There 
arc not nearly enough workers to 1111 
the available Jobs, and instead of Im- 
provement the condition is expected to 
grow worse. 


The Alaska road commission, which 


received an appropriation of JfOOO.OOO 
for the building of roads and trails this 
year, Is In tho market for a largo force 
of laborers, and where they are to 
come from nobody knows. 
Moreover, 


mining operations arc Just beginning 
In a large way, and this Industry will 
require more men than tho present In- 
boring population ot the Fairbanks 
region, and If they cannot be had the, 
industry will .suffer severely. Similar 
conditions, but less severe, cxlited lust 
your, and were duo to the dmlnlng of 
the labor resources by the government 
railroad, which Is still bhort of men. 
As in nil former years, many laborers 
will undoubtedly come In from tho 
stntc.s, but not enough are expected to 
oven (111 the wants of, the railroad com- 
mission, much less to udequntelv re- 
lievo the needs of private employers. 


What Is true ot the Interior labor 


shwtugi' was also true In a loss degree 
of the coast regions until recently. Of 
2,000 laborers Milling from Seattle to 
Alaska hist spring not a half dozen got 
as fur as the Interior, the men finding 
Jobs hi the coast regions. Should some 
meutis not bo found to relieve the labor 
shortage la tho Interior its develop- 
ment will bo affected more seriously 
than lust year, when a shortage of la- 
bor resulted In many ventures being 
abandoned.

were unable to complete their season's 
operations, and not u few business 
men went broke because of Inability 
to liil ihelr contracts,

An Alaskan 
correspondent writes 


that the shortage of labor in interior { 
Alaska has become acute, and in con- 
sequence 
employers 
are 
bidding 


against each other for,,the services, fit 
such laborers ns are to be had, with • 
the result that wages are mounting to^ 
unprecedented figures. This condition \ . 
is especially noticeable in the Fair- 
banks district, where as much as $12 
a day has recently been paid for ordi- 
nary pick nnd shovel laborers. There 
are not nearly enough workers to fill 
the available jobs, and instead of Im- 
provement the condition is expected to 
grow worse. 


The Alaska road commission, which 


received an appropriation of $500,000 
for the building of roads and trails this 
year, is in tlie market for a large force 
of laborers, and where they are to 
come from nobody knows. Moreover, 
mining operations are just beginning 
in a large way, and this Industry will 
require more men than the present la- 
boring population of the Fairbanks 
region, and if they cannot be had the 
industry will suiter severely. Similar 
conditions, but less severe, exUted last 
year, and were due to the draining of 
the labor resources by the government 
railroad, which is still short of men. 
As in all former years, many laborers 
will undoubtedly come in from the 
states, but not enough are expected to 
even till the wants of the railroad com- 
mission, much less to adequately re- 
lieve the needs of private employers. 


What is true of the interior labor 


shortage was also true in n less degree 
oE tlie coast regions until recently. Of 
2,000 laborers sailing from Seattle to 
Alaska last Spring not a half dozen got 
as far as the interior, the men finding 
jobs in tlie coast regions. Should some 
means not be found to relieve the labor 
shortage in the Interior its develop- 
ment will be affected more seriously 
than last year, when a shortage of la- 
bor resulted in rr^any ventures being 
abandoned. 
Many mining companies 


were untible to complete their season's 
operations, and not a few business 
men went broke because of inability 
to fill their contracts.
